sota District Libraries--A Great 


Increase in Twenty years. 
Three thousand school libraries in 
the state of Minnesota last year pur 
chased 48,000 books under the state 
library aid law, expending therefor 
#.'*2,000, and bringing the total nuin 
bar of volumes in the schools of the 
state up to 378,000. 
In 1880 the 
total value of nil school librarte* wa* 
©j»* than #0.000, 
In 1K8Í» there were 
but 21,000 books in these libraries, 
la 1*00 less than one fifth of the dis­ 
tricts of the state had school libra 
rics. 
Today nearly half of the rural 
schools of the state have good libra 
ries, which have cost #303,000. What 
this means to the rural schools can 
be partly under*to *1 from the won­ 
derful development of the country 
schools in the past twenty years in 
thin state. 
The difference today to 
tween these schools having libraries 
and those schools which do not have 
them, is only to» evident in the char­ 
acter 
of the w«»rk done by the 
schools, the spirit of the school com­ 
munity, and the improvement and 
lack of im prove incut to he noted in 
those districts. 
One hundred and twenty thousand 
school children in «-very county of 
the state having the advantages oi a 
school library "elected from a list of 
books picked out by the state library 
commission is a m atter of state 
pride, while the influence upon the 
state cannot to measured.
